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Expansion of Library Work. 


•According to a Washington correspondent, the public li- 


brary as an institution is assuming numerous functions which 
were not originally contemplated in connection with its work. 
"It is ;npw interesting 'itself," s;lys the correspondent, "in 
many;lfnes of activity which closely concern (he happiness, 
comfort'and-even the health of She people in their respective 
communities." This new work of the public library is to be 
fully demonstrated at the coming annual conference of the 
American Library association to be held in Washington, D. C., 
the'latter part of this month. 
" 'As-samples of what is being done lo broaden the. scope of 
the library's work, the correspondent points out that in rural 
communities tiboks are being circulated by means of the parcel 
post. This would seem ,to be n practical and sensible thing, 
but some of the functions the library is assuming may possi- 
bly be open to question. For instance, the library in Wash- 
ington, D. C, receives quotations on farm produce deliverable 
by parcel post and posts them for the benefit of patrons. In 
Grand Rapids, Mich., the library is striving to conserve the 
public health by sending to mothers books containing infor- 
mation on the care of babies. The VVilliamsport, Pa., library 
is endeavoring to stimulate the reading of the classics by busi- 
ness men by issuing vest pocket editions lo be carried on the 
person aiid read at "odd moments. Various similar things are 
being undertaken by libraries in different parts of the country, 
but the library at Newark,- N. J., appears lo have "gone the 
limit" by converting itself into a .general information bureau. 
It invites inquiries on all subjects, from the names of dealers 
in hides in Rio de Janeiro and the price of hops in Melbourne 
to the demand for cotton in Tokio. 


It is a question whether.this is.nol altempling lo carry a 


good thing loo far, and whether activities of Ihe sort men- 
tioned may not interfere to some extent with the regular work 
of the libraries. 
K reminds one of the jackknife designed to 


be a little chest of tools, but which is neither the one thing nor 
the other, and is studiously avoided by most men who know 
how to use either tools or a jackknife.• 


The most sensible side-wonk'mentioned is that of the Cin- 


cinnati library, which promotes interesting lecture courses and 
lends lectures on travel, historical subjects, etc., to residents 
in adjacent territory, witlvlantern slides for their illustration. 
That is legitimate library work, but the propriety of'some of 
the other undertakings will be open to question in the minds 
of many.'-
